Sages Who Followed the Christmas Star— 
Some Modern Conceptions.

I have travelled the road of 
the Wise-Men. I mean that lit- 
erallv. The Wise-Men really trav- 
elled* a beaten path, an ancient 
highway, one of the oldest on 
"arth. 
There Is a gedgraphtcal 


spect to the Christmas 
Story; 


''nnd to understand It adds a new 
cense of reality to the Nativity 
•cene.. 
- 
Christmas Is more than a sen- 


timent, or a spirit "In the air." 
It Is a place-fact and a time-fact. 
It was a real Inn with a real 
stable and a real manger to which 
the Shepherds went In wonder. 
And It was a real Bethlehem to 
•which the Wise-Men were led by 
the Star. The East from which 
they came was no misty fairy- 
land of romance; but 
a geo- 


graphical entity to 
which 
the 
traveller of today may penetrate. 


Who Saw The Star? 
Keepers' of Christmas by 
the 


million acquire their conception 
of the story from the Christmas 
carols, the Christmas 
paintings 
and the Christmas stories, rather 
than from the one Source-book, 
the Gospels. 
As a result, certain glaring mis- 


conceptions 
concerning 
Christ- 


mas are so prevalent that 
they 


will hot be eradicated in this gen- 
, eration. One is the idea that the 


shepherds followed the Star to 
the Manger; although in fact the 
Star does not appear until pos- 
sibly a year or more later, when 
It guided the 
Wise-Men 
from 


.the East. By that 
time, 
the 
\ Holy Family had 
moved 
from 
the stable of the Inn to a house 
in' Bethlehem. Herod's computa- 
tton that a slaughter of all the 
inVnts in that town under two 
yeaw of age would get rid of 
the New King of the Jews whom 
the Wise-Men sought would seem 
to give an Inkling of the age of 
the Babe at that time. Doubtless 
the Magi never saw Jesus In the 
Manger. 


Beal Men From A Real Place, 
1 We are not left wholly to con- 
jecture as to the home of the 
Wise-Men.' Matthew, who 
alone 


of New Testament writes 
tells 


their story, places them In "the 
East." But the Old 
Testament 


speaks repeatedly of "Wise-Men," 
especially In the Book of Esther 
and in the Book of Daniel. "Chal- 
dean" Is there used as a synony- 
mous word. So there Is historical 
record for placing the origin of 
the Wise-Men in Persia or Baby- 
lonia, the Tigris-Euphrates Val- 
ley, 'that great general , region 
called "The East," where the hu- 
man race had its origin.

assumption' that our genera- 


tion Is the first to enter Into wis- 
dom; and that the Bible emerged 
from the nebulous half-light of 
a primitive period 
of 
childish 


superstition. What history knows 
as "the Golden Age," the period 
of the greatest sculptors, artists, 
poets, philosophers, , seers 
and 
warriors that have ever walked 
the earth, fell within the span 
of 
Bible 
history. 
The 
Three 


Seekers of the Christmas Story 
represent an era 
of 
spiritual 


questing and discernment not to 
be paralleled in modern history. 


"Who Were The Magi? 
These 
Wise-Men 
were 
more 


than' soothsayers and magicians 
and diviners; they were astrolo- 
gers, the scientists of their time, 
and the counsellors of kings. The 
costliness of their gifts to the 
Babe proved their wealth and 
position. They were travellers of 
•uch standing that they had easy 
access to the presence of King 
Herod the Great. 


The home of the 
Magi 
may 


have been Babylon, or Shushan, 
or Persepolis or Ecbatana or Ur 
of th'e Chaldees. In any case, the 


route of their travels would be 
the same. 
On a modern map, 


Bagdad would be 
the 
central 


point of the home territory of 
the Wise-Men; in their day, it 
was Babylon, forty miles distant. 
By the. conformation of the land, 
since the days of the Garden of 
Eden, human intercourse has con- 
centrated at this spot. It matters 
'not where the WiseiMen dwelt; 
their starting point would be near 
the modern Bagdad. 


Thence by camel caravan they 


followed approximately the main 
route northward and 
westward, 


keeping ever in view the Star. 
In a waterless land, they had to 
give heed to what roads were 
feasible. 
In these days of speed, it Is 


well to recall that the movements 
of ancient caravans were meas- 
ured by the camel's foot, as is 
still the 
case 
today. Abraham 


and the Wise-Men, and all others 
who journeyed from 
the 
Two 


Rivers to the Mediterranean, had 
plenty of time 
for observation 


and meditation. They could not 
help being star-gazers; 
most of 


their travel was by night to avoid 
the heat of the day. Mesopotamia 
is the stoke-hole of the world. 


Leisure In The Desert. 
It must have taken the Wise- 


men at least a month to go from 
Babylon to Bethlehem. We know 
that 'the returning Hebrew Exiles 
were more than three months on 
the way, covering 
the 
same 


ground. Nowadays, the trip may 
be made in less than two days 
of .continuous automobilinT. 


Either the Tigris or the 
Eu- 


phrates route was used by the 
Wise-Men. If the former, 
they 


followed the river bank north- 
westward to Ninevah (which is 
across the river from the mod- 
ern Mosul), and thence to Amlda 
(the 
Dlarbeklr of 
today) 
and 


over the plain to Aleppo, near 
Antlpch, and down the Orontes 
Valley and the Lebanon slopes to 
Damascus, and so on to Jerusa- 
lem by the historic highway which 
runs 
northeast 
and southwest 


through the Holy Land. 


If they kept to the Euphrates, 


they, would turn westward some- 
where in the vicinity 
of 
the 


present old city of Dler ez Zor, 
and probably go through the an- 
cient city of Palmyra, "Tadmor 
In the wilderness," and so on to 
Horns or Hamath, on the Oron- 
tes, and thence southward. This 
second route would be the shorter. 


Then, And Now. 


Two great changes have taken 


place in the route of the Magi 
since their day. The first is agri- 
cultural. Their Mesopotamal was 
a garden; our is a 
desert. The 


whole region was long a granary 
of the world. At the period of 
the "Nativity, the 
region 
still 


flourished.
